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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and further examination of the subject patent application in light of the 
present Amendment and Remarks is respectfully requested.

of the paragraph is shown below in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.121 (b)(l)(iii). 



Paragraph No. 41 of the specification is shown marked up as follows: 

[Note that as shown in Fig. 6] Tn one embodiment , the coils of the conducting 
wire 50 [are] maybe shown as "changing direction" or following a U-shaped 
path at opposite ends. This pattern permits the conducting wire 90 to exit the 
substrate 44 without overlap. Alternately, as shown in Fig. 6, the conducting 
wire, while still following the overall serpentine pattern, may nonetheless 
follow the perimeter of the previous coil so as to form a "spiral" while 
maintaining the overall serpentine pattern. In this configuration, the 
conducting wire 50 would cross over itself upon exiting the substrate 44 at 
one end. 
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
